crops, If you cannot do better, 
you can fence in this needed space 
with a few palings and some barb- 
ed wire, You can use a pine tree 
ov &@ poplar and the boards will do 
pretty well if they are only two 
feet long. You should rive out 
the boards just as you would to 
cover a house and these boards 
should be used as palings, They 
should be put up on the sides of 
the garden plot before you plant. 
but you should not put up the 
ends until after you have planted, 
This plan will make it possible for 
your mule to go straight through 
the garden without being bothered 
about the fence. After you have 
prepared the soil and planted the 
garden, you should put up the end 
sections, You should then put the 
barbed wire around to keep the 
cows out, If you are to build a 
garden in this way you should not 
make it larger than is absolutely 
necessary as the fence will not 
last very long. The palings will 
keep the hogs and rabbits out 
while the barbed wire will keep 
larger animals out. You must be 
careful about putting up the pal- 
ings, a8 you must not leave a hole 
large enough for a rabbit to go 
through. I know one man who 
runs a furrow and then puts his 
paling fence down in the furrow 
so the rabbits cannot dig under. 
This kind of a garden must be 
placed far cnough from the house 
to be out of reach of the chickens 
as they will go over such a fence 
very readily, A good hustling man 
can get out the palings for his 
garden in one day if his son will 
help him a little. There is no ex- 
cuse for any person not having 
a garden if they really want a 
garden, Of course you cannot 
have one unless you are willing 


theyto do some work. If I was the 


wife of a tenant farmer who was 
so confounded lazy and indifferent 
that he could not provide me a 
fenced garden, I would consider 
feeding him on roots and herbs 
until he tried to do better. Any 
person can have a garden if they 
will only try. A widow with only 
one little boy or girl to help can 
have a garden if they will only 
try. The trouble is with the 
farmer and the trouble will be 
remedied if you can only put some 
"Spunk" into the farmer. There 
are many families in your section 
who do not have a garden fence 
and some of them are ignorant of 
the fact as to how easy it is to 
have a garden fence, You will be 
coing these folks a real service if 
you will go to see them and ex- 
plain to them how easy it will 
be to have a real nice garden 
; without buying a single thing ex- 
cept a few nails, Only a quarter 
of a dollar will do all the buying 
if you can find a few pieces of 
barbed wire, There are thous- 
ands of children in this section who 
are not eating the proper amount 
of vegetables and their parents 
would tell you that they cannot 
have a garden because they do 
not have any garden wire. 
* * * * + 

TOOL HOUSE—Can you name 
anything which is more needful 
on the farm than is a tool house? 
Every farmer needs a good tool 
house and in that tool house should 
be a nice work shop. We should 
do all our repairing, painting, 
tightening, sharpening and tem- 
pering in our work shop or tool 
house, A real farmer needs his 
tool house every day in the year 
ond such a house will save him 
hundreds of dollars if it is prop- 
crly used. The size of the tool 
house depends upon the size of 
the farm and the size of the man 
who runs the farm, One man 
would manage to get by with a 
few neglected tools while another 
man would require a much larger 
set of tools and a better grade 
of tools. The writer is a great 
believer in every farmer haying 
cvery tool which he might need 
on his farm. If we care for our 
tools properly they will last us 
many years. Some tools will last 
# life-time if properly used and 
stored. An ordinary vice should 
last you as long as you live, and 
so will an anvil. A good hammer 
will last many years if it is prop- 
erly cared for. Your drawing 
knife will last you and your son 
for a life-time if it is only used 
for your farm work. Our tool 
house should be handy to the barn 
and home and should be dry at 
all times, You should not permit 
a leak in your tool house as one 
small leak might ruin a nice tool. 
There should be a place in that 
tool house for every tool. Straps 


should be placed for each hammer 
and pegs should be placed for each 
saw, Hach tool should be kept 
in itS proper place at all times 
You should be able to go into your 
tool house in the darkness of the 
night and place your hand on any 
too} in the house. If a tool is 
taken from the house it should be 
returned as soon as you have fin 
ished using it. If you lend a tool 
to your neighbor it should be 
returned and plicea in its rack 
at once, It is a mighty good 
plan to have a place for eaeh 
tool und to paint the wall where 
the tool hangs so you can detect 
it when & tool is out of place, An 
outline of each tool should be on 
the wall where the tool hangs.

NEEDED 'TOOLS—Did you ever 


Stop to think how many tools a 
farmer needs? We need most ev- 
evrything that looks like an ordi- 
nary tool, We should have a vice, 
anvil, augers, brace and bits, many 
drawing Knives, three or four dif- 


ferent sizes of planes, at least 


three saws, punches of all sizes, 
awls, adz, hammers, tongs, forge, 
small lathe, tool sharpener, saw 
sharpener, files, rasps, drill and 
dozens of the many other needed 
tools. You need these in addition 
to your farming tool and imple- 
ments and unless you have most 
of them you will lose time and 
fo to expense in doing your farm 
work, You cannot pot a friz iron 
on your stock without tools and 
unless you have tools you are 
bound to lose time, It would be 
hard to say exactly what tools 
you will need as each man has a 
different case, but you need a lot 
of tools and you need them now. 
That man who tries to be a farm- 
er without a supply of tools is 
making a mistake and he will see 
that mistake if he will get a real 
outfit of tools and use them for 
only one year. TI know of nothing 
that is more to a farm than a 
nice large tool room well supplied 
with tools.

Not so in Coffee County, where 
S81 farmers are enrolled in the 
evening school classes conducted 
hy the teachers of vocational ag- 
riculture, ‘These men already are 
settled in tive oceupation of their 
choice, The farm is their home 
and thei: business and on its suc- 
cess depends the security, health 
pud happiness of themselves and 
their families, 

So in earnest are these seekers 
after the practical knowledge help- 
ful in the operation of their farms 
that many of them walk from 
three to five miles to be in their 
places when class meets, 

These clusses are being taught 
af a part of the extensive rural 
education program under the di- 
1ection and supervision of the De- 
partment of Vocational Agricul- 
tural Education and in coopera- 
tion with the Coffee County Board 
of Education, In them instruction 
is given in farming and improved 
farm practices, 

The 29 communities in which 
farmers meet weekly for instruc- 
tion are: Mt, Pleasant, Zion Chap- 
el, Goodman, Curtis, Pine Level, 
Lee, Newbia, Brooklyn, Basin, Mt. 
Zion, Taylor's Mill, Damascus, New 
Home, Mixon's Cross Roads, Pine 
Grove, Brunson, Arwood, Bethany, 
Harrison, Elba, New Brockton, En- 
terprise, Keyton, County Line, Cool 
Springs, Sardis, Center Ridge, 
Weeks School, Ham, 

Class sessions last from one to 
two hours, when such timely and 
important subjects are discussed 
as: soil conservation, farm credit, 
home fruit growing, home garden- 
ing, improved poultry production, 
breeding and feeding hogs, care 
and management of cattle, farm 
work stock, home beautification, 
sanitation, forestry, land use plan- 
ning, disease and insect control. 

At the meetings, plans are made 
with the farmer for putting into 
practice, on his own farm, the 
things he has learned.
